krudest notions of political economy. It 
has been du “the dismal science,” 
and that has been quite enough to make 
most. people fight shy of it. 

Taught as it too often is taught, it can, 
indeed, be dismal enough—but that is the 
Hault of the teacher, not of the science, 
which, when properly explained, can be 
wade of fascinating intérest to the least 
jearned, since it concerns the very things 
that touch our material life most nearly, 
and form the staple of most of our curscat 
conversation. Such schools as that of 
which the King laid the first stone can be 
of immense service in protecting further 
cenerations from the fallacious theories 
about: wealth, production, and unemploy- 
pent which afflict. us to-day, and are 
largely responsible for the industrial un- 
rest which is retarding our rcturn to pros- 
perity. 

It is by no means the working class only 
which is a victim to this ignorance. You 
may hear the strangest talk on the subject 
in the smeking-roems of the political 
clubs, and I sometimes wonder, when I 
rad the schemes put forward by members 
of the Government, whether Downing 
street itself might not be the better for a 
cours of elementary lectures on that 
famous old subject “ What is a pound?” 

Our politico-financial representatives will 
require to “ keep their eves skinned,”’ as 
the Americans say, when they start their 
conversations with M. Krassin and the 
other Soviet co-operators.  M. Lenin, 
whatever we may think of his views, is un- 
questionably no fool, and he may le 
trusted to have done his best to ensure 
that his own Government shall not suffer 
as the result of the pending negotiations. 

If Mr. Lloyd George imagines, as he 
rather hinted in @ recent speech. that the 
re-opening cf trade with Russia will re- 
sult in the fall of the: Bolghevists, he is 
showing his customary -optimism.* If 
trade with Russia is resumed—and it is 
said that M. Krassin has come well pro- 
vided with gold for the purchase of British 
goods—it will be because, in the Bol- 
shevists’ opinion, that is the best way in 
which te consolidate their power. 

The Prime Minister was in town to-day 
for a Cabinet Council, at which, no 
doubt, the Krassin mission formed one of 
the topies of discussion. He hopes to be 
alle to attend the presentation to Miss 
Bonar Law next week, when the Speaker 
is to present her with the silver tea-and- 
cofice service, subscribed for by over five 
hundred members of the House of Com- 
mons. Bat it is not expected that he will 
put in an appearance in the Chamber it- 
self for some weeks to come, as his doctors 
do not wish him to do so. 

I hope the report is true that dried 
fruits are to.be de-controlled in a short 
time, possibly on July Ist: Raisins, 
currants, sultanas, and dates are a com- 
paratively, small, but nevertheless highly 
important, part of our dietary, and it is 
manifestly undesirable that their price and 
distribution should be artificially fixed. 
It is quite ible that at first the effect 
of decontrol may be to make them dearer, 
but, that does not seriously matter if the 
ultimate result is to restore a free market.

The effect of inefficient transportation 
methods upon prices of food is shown by 
a statement made to the Ministry of. Food 
by the National Federation of Fruit and 
Potato Trades Associations. It is said 
that transportation expenses were in- 
creased to the extent of 300 per cent. by ; 
reason of the fact that perishable food- 
stufis had to be consigned by passenger 
train, owing to the lack of adequate facili- 
for transit by goods train. The 
growers are urging the Ministry of Trans- 
port to Jessen the time usually taken in 
the transportation of goeds, and to in- 
crease the supply of trucks available. for i 
the carriage of food. In no direction could 
he activities of the Transport Ministry 
be more beneficial than in improving the 
methods of transit between the grower and 
the copsumer.

stantial. Indeed, the meteoric rise of financial 
America has given colour from time to time io. 
the foolish prediction that New York will dis- 
place London as the monetary cenire of tha. 
world. Mr. Kahn is under no misapprehension 
on this point. The. monetary supremacy of 
London was not organised in five years. It ia 
the result, as Mr. Kahn admits, of psychological, 
geographical and economic factors which have 
been in operation for many decades. Mr. 
Kahn's remarks on the burden of taxation in 
the United States apply equally to British taxa- 
tion. He discussed this question at greater 
length in a pamphiet, entitled '“ Two Years’ of 
Faulty Taxation, and the Results,” published 
early in the year. He attributes the present 
high cost of living, economic dislocation and social | 
discontent in large measure to unecifntifie taxa- | 
tion.

called on to surrender. They refused, and 
the barrack was attacked with rifle fire and 
bombs.
